(Kroia Our Own Correepotidont.) 

Ottawa, July 9.— The Governor-General 
and Iiidy Abardoon arrived hore this morn- 
ing. During tho day the Premier hud a 
long oonferenoe with him and io the after- 
noon the three French miniaters talked ovor 
the situation with his B.taellenoy. With- 
out doubt the desire of hia Exoellenoy is to 
bring about an amicable settlement of tho 
situation, but bo fur without Buccogs. 

Mr."t(unoaB to-day gave Mr, Foster notice 
of (t motion of want of confidence on going 
into supply if tho breach le not healed in 
tho meantimo. 

At the opening of tho houso this after- 
noon Hon. Mr. Ijiurier aald : '■ I now renew 
tho (jiication which I put last ovonlng with 
regard to tho rsBignatlon of certain members 
of the administration," 

Hon. Mr, Fostor— " All I can say la this : 
That 1 have not any authority from His Ex- 
cellency the Governor-General to malto any 
atatot.jent other than this, that no roaigaa- 
tiona have yet been received by him," 

Hon. Mr. Lanrier hardly belieTed that 
the statement just made would be aatisfao- 
tory to the house— whether uertafa members 
of the admlnisttatlon had plaosd their resig- 
cationa in the bands of His Exoellenoy or 
not. .There Is, he oontiDQed, no doubt 
whatever that va Bi;e In the midst of a min- 
isterial crisis. The Oovernor-General Is here. 
His Exoellenoy has cancelled his trip which 
bad been Annoanood some wocka in advance. 
This in Jbeelf will shew th? houso that there 
Is a crisig and, moreover, thoro are two seats 
Vftount, and there were two seats vacant yes- 
terday. Though tho honorable gentlemen 
wh.i occupied thoBo seats may not have clii- 
cially handed their resignationB to His Ex- 
oollency, it ie quite evident that they are 
no longer in harmony with their colleagues, 
otherwlBO they would be in their places to 
(iieohorge their ahare of tho governmonO 
buG'neso, Thoro is another faot!. Another 
gentleman who occupied a place In the ad 
miiiiatralion and who sat in the other houae, 
has not boon in his Beat yeatcrday or to-day. 
Under euoh oiroumatances it would bo aim- 
ply trifling with tho house for Mr. Foster to 
say that parlioment is not in the presence 
of ft great crisis. 

Under the federal system of Eovernment 
it has been the unwritten law of all admin- 
istrations that all the provinoea, as far as 
practicable, should be repraaeated in the 
cabinet, No administration would dare to 
consent to discharge business nnless at any 
rate all the great provinoea, Ontario, Que- 
bec, New Brunswick and Nova Scotia were 
nroigfily repreaented io the cabinet, and 
when it is known that at the present time 
three ministers who represent one province 
are out of the cabinet — practloaily out of 
the cabinet he repeated — not only were they 
in the midst of a great political 
crisis, but they were confronted with a po- 
sition unprecedented in the history of Can- 
ada, where a government would undertake 
to go on and carry on thd businosa of tho 
country — one great proviccu, tho second In 
the Dominion, not being roprcBonted in the 
cabinet. (Opposition oheerB, ) 

Tho government has no right to ask par- 
liament for a single penny for tho adminis- 
tration of government, and ho conceived 
there wos nothing elao to do but to adjourn 
this houae and to give tho government an 
opportunity of cither filling tho vacancies 
that exist or being prepared to adviao His 
Excellency as to the condition that oxiata. 
Ho therefore moved that tho honae do now 
adjourn. (Opposition cheers.) 

Hon. Mr. Fostor was received with loud 
ehoors by tbo supporters of tho government. 
Ho said: " Mr. Lnurior haa oloaoly followed 
his opening remark with the atatenienb that 
to-day witnessed a proceoding unproce- 
deoted or a state ot thinga nnpreoedented in 
the hisbory of this oonotry. I am quite 
willing to admit) with falm that this phrase 
is well choaen, albhongb I would apply it 
in a difitereot way from the application in 
which he evidently meant it should bo 
made. It was a thing unprooedented 
in the parliamentary history of 
this country that tho loader of Her 
Majesty's opposition should on tho 
strength of mere rumor (deriaive laughter 
from the opposition), nawepaper rumor or 
common rumor, oomo to tho oonolusion that 
in the first plaoo any part of this country, 
any ono of its provlncps, was unrepresented 
in tho govornniunt, and that oven if it wore 
unropreaonted, ao long as thoro was a gov- 
ornmont that hold tho conlidonoo of tho 
house and had ita majority, il tiiereforo 
could not carry thu ulFiiira of govern- 
ment. 

" My hou. friend has nothing hotter tlmu 
rumor on which to go on. Ho aaked me for 
authentic information, and ho rocuived the 
wholo modicum of authontio information 
that I could give and ho should have rostod 
Batieficd. Ho should have roatralned his 
ardent impetuosity to force tho poaitiou, 
He should have watted in a statesmanlike, 
calm manner— (opposition laughter) — until 
he learned the truth from authoritative 
Honroes in a full and ezpllolt abatement to 
the hooae, and then have taken whatever 
action aeemed to him beat in the premiaea. 

" But, air, be ohose another position, and 
in doing that made a grave charge acd fol- 
lowed it up by a serious motion, and on a 
mere rumor he haa put himself in tho posi- 
tion of taking a stand which la entirely un- 
precedented in the parliamentary liistory of 
Canada, ^ir, ho leaped to tho couoluaion 
from rumor — from nowapapor rumor — 
that boouuee there were vacant seats 
jn tho miniatorial bonohea that thero- 
foro the members who formerly wcro in tho 
Boata and whom he would like to seo there 
now, that those membors aro no longer 
members of tho government — no longer in 
union or harmony with tho govornmont, and 
ho loapod from that oonolualon to tho 
still broader oonolusion that ono of the 
provlnocd of tho Dominion was totally un- 
reproBonted, and that, iheroforo, tho house 
could not proceed with buBlocas. 

Ho was wrong in both. He h»d nob the 
slightest foundation or authority for taking 
the position bo did, and could only have 
taken that position upon an authoritative 
statement made on the eonaent of the Oov- 
ernor-General to the houae. In dno time I 
shall be able to make an authoritative state* 
ment to the honie, and when I make that it 



will be open f )r my hon, friend 
his soul In patience for the meantime— 1*6 
will bo open for him to ucaepb the situation 
as li3 BO often had to do on previous oooa- 
elons." (Cheers and laughter.) 

Hon. Mr, Mills supported Mr, Lanrier 
after whioh Sir Hector Langevin and Mr 
Dupontspote. Tho two latter said pend 
Ing the ofBclal announcement of the govern- 
ment they could not vote with Mr, Lanrier 

The House divided, Mr, Liurier'a mO' 
tion being lost by 111 to 72, Mr, Lepioe 
waa the only Cunservabive who voted with 
the Opposition. 

WINNIPEG WIBINQS. 

No Grant to the HudBon Bay Railway, the 
Keveuue Not I'ermlttlni: Any Such 
Approprlatlou. 

WrN-.Nii'KG, July il. — (Special) — Premier 
Sir Mackenzie Howell has addrosaod a letter 
to tho Mayor and Coanoil of Winnipeg re- 
gretting that parliamentoannot give a grant 
to the Hudson Bay road. He say a : " The 
decision of the government was actuated by 
the stern neoeasltiea of onr olrcamatancea, 
Kot a dollar haa been voted by parliament 
this year for publio works In any part of the 
oountry. In view of the revenue, and It 
would be highly impolitic to make an ex- 
ception in the case of the Hudson Bay rail- 
way." 

Tho Winnipeg oarsmen depart to-morrow 
for Saratoga to attend the National regatta. 

Archbishop Langevin left for Montreal 
to-day. He denies that hia miaaion is on 
sohool bnainegs. 



DROUff&T IH ONTARIO. 

Farmers Compelled to Go Ullea for Watar— 
Bnln Stares Thoosands In the Face. 

TOBOMTO, Jnly 9. — Alarming reports of 
the severity of the drought and tho loss 

ooaaeloned thereby have come io from all 
parts of Outario. Tho crooisa, wella and 
water holea have dried up and In many 
cases farmers have to go miles for water. 
There is no feed for the stock and the farm- 
ers are cutting down trees for their beasts to 
browae on, A Chesloy farmer went insane 
through hia losaea, and ruin stares thousands 
in the face. Merchants in variona towns re- 
fuse to buy goods from oommeroial travellers 
itptll rain comes. To add to the farmers' 
misery, the graeahoppera have appeared and 
threaten the remains of thoae cropa whioh 
drought has spared. 



GABLE NEWS. 



The "Times" Scathingly Criticizes 
the Nationalists' Meeting: in 
County Tyrone. 



Armed Peace in San Salvador— France, 
the United States and 
Arbitration. 



London, July 9. — Tho Timoa this morn- 
ing contains a acathing editorial on the Na- 
tionalists' convention at Omagh, county Ty- 
rone, yeatcrday, at which Mr. T, M, Healy 
accused Mr. John Dillon of selling Tyrone 
to the English party tbrongh the agency of 
Thomaa E. Ellia, then the government 
whip, aa already cabled. 

Sir Charles Pearson has been appointed 
lord advocate for Scotland, and A. G. Mur- 
ray, solicitor general for Scotland, under 
the new ministry. Both these gentlemen 
held the same positions in the last Saliabnry 
ministry. 

Tbo election address of Bon, A. J. Bal- 
four, first lord of tho treasury, doea not 

mention bi-motalliem. 

Francis Clark, Queen Victoria's personal 
attendant, is dead. 

The chamber of deputies to-day adopted 
a motion that tlie government negotiate as 
Boon aa poaalblo with tbo United States for 
the conclusion of a permanent treaty of ar- 
bitration. 

It is stated that ox Chiof Clarence, for- 
merly of tho MoFCjuito territy and now a 
Britiah pensioner at Kingston, Jamaica, Is 
going to England in order to formulate his 
claims against tho government of Nica- 
ragua. 

A sort of armed peace prevails in San Sal- 
vador. Troops patrol the streets and sur- 
round all the public buildioga. There have 
been a number of street oonfllota, in aomo of 
which the police were whipped. The 
foreigners are said to have been expelled 
from the country. There la a striob press 
ceoaorshlp. 

A Bevere shock of earthquake occurred at 
Latbaob, Austria, to-day, whioh damaged 
many houses, Laibjkoh was the victim of a 
eoriea of vory severe earthquakes in April of 
this year. 

U. S. Minister Eustia being quoationod in 
regard to tho allogcd interview with him 
published in the Figaro aaid : " I have not 
boon interviewed and I have noti consented 
to nor authorized the publication of an opin 
ion from myaolf on any of tho quoationa dia- 
cusaod in the alleged interview. 

Tho Daily Nowh corroBpoudont at Horliu 
telegraphs that a surpriao visit by an oliioial 
committee made to the private lunatic uay- 
Inm of Hana Kemmen, near Amelioduion, 
belonging, like <^ho notorioua Mariabirg aay- 
lum, to tho Alexlan brotherhood, revealed 
auoh gross scandals that the provincial ad 
ministration talk of closing it and rebuild- 
ing. 

A oloud burst on Saturday night destroyed 
hnlf of the village of Olaneeoi, in the dis- 
trict of Valoea, Hungary. Many persons 
per!(hed and ten bodies have been recovered. 

A dispatch to the Times from Kobe aaya 
attempt has boon made at Seonl to arrest 
Prince Pak, the prime minister. It ia aur- 
mised that the affair la oonneoted with an 
attempt of tho Queen's party to overthrow 
Japuneao aBcendonay in Korea. 

Fire has deatroyed 230 houses In the town 
of Sambrow, government of Lomaha, Po- 
land. Two thousand pereona aro rendered 
homeloas by the conflagration.

Protest Aifainst the AwardlDg of the 
Bace— Strong Feeling Against 
the Winners. 



Fine Work of the Toronto Argonants 
—A Well Contested and 
Pretty Bace. 

Londok, July 9 — The firsc day of the 
fifty-sixth anniversary of the Water Derby 
of Great Britain was a disappointment to all 
oonoerned for the one race in which the 
greatest interest centred, that between Cor- 
nell and the Leander boat club, oompoaed of 
ox-Oxford and Cambridge oarsmen. In Iho 
first heat for tho grand challonge cup, was ft 
row over for the former. While tho crews 
getting into position there 
was considerable confuelon owing to 
the presence near the starting line of 
a number of boats which sorlonaly 
Interfered with Loandors conacquontly 
tbo lutlere wero scmowbat slow in reaching 
theii places ; then when tho umpire aaked 
if tho two crowB wore ro;)dy, Cornell 
anawored promptly " yea," and, the umpire 
olaima, the Leandera did the same, Thia 
the Leandera deny. In any case tbo umpire 
gave the word "go," and tho Cornell crow 
shot away, but only half the Leander crow 
started, and their stroke protcBted that they 
wero not ready. In spite ot this the umpire 
allowed Cornell to pull over the course 
and awarded tho Americana the race. 
The following is a summary of the racing 
for the Challonge cup : 

First heat — Trinity Hall, Cambridge, beat 
the London rowing club easily by four 
longthe in 7 minutes 56 seoonds. 

Second heat — Eton College beat the 
Tbamea rowing club easily in 7 minutes 34^ 
seconds. 

Third beat— Cornell rowed over the oourse 
in S mlnutea II seoonds. The Leandera did 

not start, 

Tbo Loandera lodged a protest agaioab 
the umpire, but the board of stewards at a 
meeting to-night deoided that the umpire 
waa within hia rights and that his rating 
could not be reversed. 

In the Steward's challenge cup so close 
waa the finish that the reports had It that 
the Canadians hod won. When aeen at 
their boat houae aomo time later, F, H. 
Thompaon aaid to a reporter of the Aaaool- 
ated Press : " It was the struggle of our 
Uvea, and a regular seo-saw all tbo way 
over the course. If anything was the mat- 
ter It waa our boat, which is hardly strong 
enough for the hard work given 
it. One does not want many 
such races in order to physically Injure him- 
aelf, I thought euro we had won and yon 
can imagine my disappointment when I 
heard the announcement that onr rivals 
were the victors. Our opponents wore tho 
moRt powerful crew we ever met," 

The Argonauts are unanimous in their 
opinion that Cornell ahould again meet the 
Leandera. C. H Munz, for inatacco, said : 
' They came to England to meet the strong- 
est crew hore and should therefore try oon- 
olusions with the Leatiders." 

The Board of Stewards thia evening leaned 
the following statement : " The oommittee, 
while deeply regretting the unfortunate no- 
derstanding at the atart of the Cornell and 
Leander heat, feel that they maab abide by 
the law of boas racing." 

" They are not aportamen," aaid a mem- 
ber of the Leander crew, '* and that la why 
Yale and Harvard won't row them. They 
are not wanted in England again ; the only 
eatisfaction is that they will get a good lick- 
ing to-morrow." 

The general talk of tho crew is of the 
same tonor. The Cornell men get all the 
blamo for tho umpire's decision. 

Tho Pall Mall Gazotto thia afternoon aaya 
that tho Leandera' stroke and coxswain both 
said they wore nob ready when tho umpire 
asked the question, and tbo Loandors re- 
moiuod at the post thinking that Cornell 
would oomo back or be sent back. The lat- 
ter course was not adopted by the umpire 
owing, it is said, to the International cbar- 
aotor of the racing. 

Mr. Francis, tho Cornell manager, said In 
regard to the matter : " Ou' boys have done 
juBB right. It muat bo remomberod that 
tho Loandors ia not tho only crow wo have 
to meet, l^ver since wo have been bore wo 
have been unfairly treated by the Britiah 
press." 

33" Umpire Frank William, after the meet- 
ing of the acewarda this evening, aaid to a 
repreaentative of tbe Asaooiated Press : " I 
could not do diiSerently than send Coroell 
along, I myself and Mr. Ooldie, my as- 
sistant, both aaw that the crews were ready. 
I gave the word 'go,' and bith seemed to 
start. Then came calls from tho Loandors, 
' No, we aro not ready.' Had I ordered 
tbo Cornell crew back they might say that 
because they were ahead at the start the 
English umpire recalled them to favor their 
opponents." 

'J'his version of tbe ooou'renco can bo con- 
firmed by tbo correspondent of tho As:0ci- 
ated Preae, who witnessed tho raco from 
the umpire's boat. The umpire obsirvod 
the following form In atartiug in all tbe 
crows. Standing in tbo bow of tho launch, 
bo Bald : " Gentlemen, thia la a race for 
(hore atatlng the event). I shall ask 'Aro 
you rsady ? ' and thou count '1, 2, 
3.' " To-day when tbo Cornelia and 
Loandors were in position the umpire 
aald to tho Loandera and Cornell, "Are yon 
ready ? " the Cornell coxswain replied. 
"Ready," tho Leandera said "Ready." 
Then the umpire said ''Go." Calla came 
from the Leander boat, " No, we are nob 
ready." Part of the Leander crew started 
to pull and tho others held back. Both 
boats were pointed directly up tho courao 
and both wore apparently, alert for tho sig- 
nal. The feeling rnns very high over tbe 
matter and the Britishers are eagerly fol- 
lowing the Leandera trail.

FRANCE AND MAUAGASCAS- 

Kejiorted Endeavor to Secure Settlement !)>■ 
Arbitration of Ulspntea Between Franco 
and lladagBBcar. 

Washikoton, July 9. — Documents rc- 
oelved here by public men, Incladlog many 
members of oongreaa, indicace that atrong 
pressure will prebibly bo liruught to boar 
to induce the United Stales to interfere to 
aenure the settlement by arbitration of the 
dispute between France and the native gov- 
ernment of Madagascar. These papers 
originate in Mudagiiacur and the moat re- 
cnnt of thorn bn ira tho date of May 12 
They come to Waahington under an English 
postmark, ahowiug that they have been for- 
warded from the country under cover to eo- 
oure thoir delivery in America, though at 
the riak of much time. They are printed 
orgumenta intended to ahow that the United 
StatoB and Groat IJritain abould interfere 
jointly, bub that if Groat Britain deollnca to 
participate, then this country abould act in- 
dependently in the matter. Tho argument 
proceeds on the ground that the question 
involved ia the right of Franco to exerolae a 
protectorate over Madagascar.

ARMENIANS DESPP]RATE. 

Turkey Shows That She Has No Idea of Car- 
rylne Out Any Sort of Reforms. 

Yah, July 8. — The situation in Ar- 
menia grows worie daily, and conatant 
atories arrive of robbery, outrage and ,tiur- 
der. The oonditlon of the Armenians has 
been worse during (he past six months than 
aver bafore. Even in the city of Van 
soldiers have boon pliic=u on guard at the 
Armenian chuicAes, the clliclala fearing an 
uprising. 

Tho oorroapondent had a talk yeaterday 
with the leader of tho revolutionary party 
in tho province of Van. He stated that so 
far aa he is concerned the revulutionieta will 
hold their hands until it is known what 
Great Britain will do. He admits also that 
tho capture of Wiiliama had very seriously 
disarranged the revolutionary plaiia for tho 
timo being. No other leader Is at proaoni 
available. 

Tho Armenian revolutionists priaonora 
who were betrayed to the Turkish govern- 
ment at Tohiboukia on May 19 were taken 
from the prison at Van Sunday morning, 
June 2, and atarted on their way to Con- 
atantinople by order of the sultan. No one 
knew they were to be transferred till they 
had left Van, the order having come from 
Constantinople last Sunday night. Instead 
of being dragged along on foot, the men 
were monnted on oaravan horses. 

The Associated Press correspondent is 
now in a position to say that a strong revo- 
lutionary band ia about to orosa the Peraian 
frontier, but cf ita immediate plans he has 
not been ablo to learn. The leaders of this 
hand were among those met by the oorrea- 
pondont In a Persian oity early in May. 
Tho band was divided, one part going for- 
ward under Harry Wllliama and tho other 
remaining la Persia to furnish recruits. Tho 
news from Conatanlinoplo and London that 
Armenian reforma oro to be carried out by 
the Turks has caused tho most intonae de- 
spair and conatornatlon among the Armen- 
ians of Kaatorn Turkey. Tho poopio ex- 
pected a mountain of help from Great Brit- 
ain, and they have received nothing. 

Tho tltuaulon ia n.o'br doapeiate. I am 
informed by all classi s of Armenians that 
unless tho reforma are carried out under the 
control of tho Christian powers the Armen- 
ians wall have to chooae between emigration 
and rovolulion. The people are woras off 
now than they have been at any time in 
their history, and the persecution goea 
ateadily on. The government ia now col- 
lecting the whole year's feea in advance, 
which is a most unheard of and cruel pro- 
ceeding. The demand is aoaentnated by 
beatings and bayonets thrusts. Thousands 
of poor villagers are living on roots and 
greens, and on the Mouah plaina the 
wretohed Sassonna are literally starving to 
death. The protests of Great Britain and 
America have fallen on aontemptnonsly deaf 
ears. That the Turks have no intention of 
carrying out any sort of reform ia shown by 
the daily inorease of pressure now being put 
upon the helpleaa Armenians. 



TEBBIBLE SUASHOP. 

Two Trains Loaded With Pilgrims to Ste. 
Anne Ban Into Kach Other— Numer- 
ous Lives Lost. 

MoSTKEAL, July 9. — (Special) — There was 
a terrible smashup on the Grand Trunk at 
Craig'a road, about fourteen milea on this 
aide of Levis this morning, in which up 
wards of fifteen people were killed. Two 
special trains left Sherbrooke last night en 
route to the ahrine of Ste. Anne de Baaupro 
with pilgrims. Tho second train pitched 
into tho firac with terrific force. A wreck- 
ing train waa immediately aent out from 
Levis. The paaaengora were chiefly pilgrimfi 
from Sherbrooke, Richmond und Wind- 
sor Mllla. Among the known victims 
of ihe wreck are: Father Mercier, 
killed instantly ; Father Doghan, fatally 
Ibjared; J, Linlan, Grand Trunk travelling 
passenger agent, badly hurt. Two Pullman 
passengers were killid outright and the 
colored porter died from his Injuries. The 
tirsc section stopped at Craig'a road etation 
to take water and was standing there when 
the second, passing the semaphore, dashed 
Into the rear of the last Pullman coaob, 
smashing It into kindling wood. It ia said 
that every one in the oar except the Pull- 
man oondaotor, who jumped off In time to 
save his life, is killed. MoLeod, the engin- 
eer, and Perkins the fireman of the second 
section were both killed outright. The fol- 
lowing residents of Richmond were killed in 
the wreck : Charlex Bedard, Miss Bedard, 
Hector MoLeod, Richard Perkins, Rev. 
Father Moaher, Rev. Father Dlgnoo and 
Mr. Logan.

The Cornell Crew Awarded the Heat, 
tho Leauders ^ot Beiug 
Beady to Start. 

Argronants, of Toronto, Defeated by 
tlie LondQu Rowing 

em, 

Henley, July 9.— Tho weather this 
morniag was warm and oloudy. The wind 
blew from the Baoka ahoro, giving the orewa 
there a great advantago. The Gornelle 
have the Backs shore in their race with the 
Leander crew this afternoon. The Cornelia 
roan early thia morning and, after a light 
broakfftBt, which was preceded by a good 
rub down, arrived at the boat house ati 9:20 
in good spirits. C. H. Manz, captain and 
stroke of the Argonaut orew, said : " The 
CornoU boya are oomiDg out all rinhb. Their 
(juiok, short stioke ia to be thoir favorite at 
the , atart, which is everything over this 
oourae." 

Tho eoene was one of unusual animatioD, 
even for Henloy on-Thainea. 

In tho first heat for tho grand challonge 
onp at noon Trinicy Hall rowing club, Cam- 
bridge, beat ih^; London rowing club eight 
easily by four longtha in 7 roinubcs .'SG sec 
ond. A ho4d wind was blowing and pro- 
Tented making fast time. Trinity Hall hud 
the Bnoks, or tho moat favorable shore of 
the 'Course. 

In tibe seoond heat for the grand oballongo 
cup, the Eton Cilleee orew beat the eight of 
the Thames rowing olub. 

The Ooraell crow entered their boat at 
the following weights : M. W. Roe, 
bow, 169 lbs.; H. O Spnllman, "97, No. L'. 
162 lbs.; E C. Haapr, '95, No. 3, 16G Iba, ; 
F. \V. Freeborn, '97, No 4, 171 lbs ; T. 
Fennell jr.. No. 5, 17.3 Iba.; Georgo P. 
Dyer, '95. No. G, IGl Ihs ; C. A. Louisa, '97, 
No. 7, 160 lbs.; Tom Hall, stroke, 174 iba ; 

F. D. Coleon, To these welghiawerd added 
three pouoda dead weight to make up the 
minimum required for the coxawain. 

The crow of tho Leander boat club en- 
tered their boat as follows : C. W. N. 
Graham, bow, 140 lbs.; J. A K.ird, No. 2, 
166 lbs.; S. Graham. No. 3, 169 Iba,; F. J. 

G. Duncan, N"o. -l, 187 Iba ; W. B. Stewart, 
No. 5, 187 Iba,; C. D. Burnell, No. G, 188 
Iba.; M. C. Pilkington, No. 7, 17'2 lbs.; C. 
W. Kent, stroke, 151 lbs ; F. C. Begg, 
coxawain, 119 Iba. It will thus bo seen 
that there are twenty-four pounds difference 
in tho weights, omitting the ooxawaina. 

Ic WBB estimated that there were fully 500 
Americana preaent. The mcmbera of the 
Cornell glee club and fully SUO American 
atudents and their friends aespmbled in little 
knots along the cuurae with fligs in thoir 
hands and streamere on their umbrellan and 
sticks prepared to encourage the Cornell 
crew. The Leanders at the word started, 
half of the orew palling for dear life, but the 
others turned and shouted, " No, not 
ready." The ampire waved his hand to 
Cornell, which orew had taken the water 
promptly when the word was given, ebot 
ahead and continaed over the Ci'Urso. The 
nmpke's boat at first did oot follow, and the 
Leander orew with Coxswaio F. G. Begg in 
a terrible rage, pulled their boat towards 
the umpiro'e launch, and Begg said, " I told 
you we wore nob ready." The umpire made 
no reply and the launoh steamed ahead after 
the Cornell crew, who were now far down 
the oourae. The Leandera, until tho um- 
pire's launoh paaaed away out of ehouting 
distance, continued to shout wildly, " We 
were nob ready. Why did you so servo us?" 
But the umpire did not look at them and in- 
creased tho speed of his launoh. In passing 
the end of Regatta Island, F. D. Coleon, 
Cornell coxswain, half turned and held ap 
bia band towards the umpire's launch. 
But the umpire waved them on and Col- 
son, with a satisfied look, quickly 
resumed hia position, gave a sharp order 
to tho crow, who had relaxed the 
tremendoua pace at which they started. 

Upon reaching the half-mile post the 
crowds began to thicken ond tho Cornell 
boys wore loudly cheered. A few feeb be- 
yond thia there were excited shouts coming 
from both binks of the river and the words, 
" Where are the Leanders, why don't 
they come, are they lost ?" conld be heard 
at every few feet. " An Eogliah orew 
would never have kept on," said an excited 
Britisher. On the grand stand among the 
Amerioaos the feeling was one of great die- 
appointirent, and one American said, "Well, 
I would rather they would lick us than 
have the thing ltk« this." However, tho 
nniversal opinion among the rowing uuthur- 
itles here was that Cornell wae perfectly 
right in rowing over tho oourae, and that 
they could hare done nothinc olao In the 
face of tho umpire's order. livery few feet 
on the way to the finish lino tho excitement 
increased. 

Near tho finish tho auspenbo was tremend- 
ous. Tho umpire steamed up to tho press 
stand amid groat excitement and loud ex- 
clamations from all aidoa, but he was not in 
any way diam^yed as ho said, " Tho raoo is 
CornoU's, Leander did not start." Tho Cor- 
nell crow got a very good reception as they 
passed the winning post in great atyle, but 
thoro was some " booing " mingled with 
English iheera and Cornell yella. Tho Cor- 
. nell oroi/ approached thoir boat house look- 
ing as if they had hsen defeated, and their 
friends who were waiting for them wore 
almost afraid of the result ot the race. 
Finally a venturosoms reporter pu^ tho ques- 
tion to the orew asking them if Cornell wae 
victorioas, and three or four of the Cornell- 
era solemnly nodded in reply. C-irnell row- 
ed over the coarse In 8 minutes 11 seconds, 
and woo. 

The St. James Gazette says the Leander 
crow will probably protest against the do- 
oision of the umpire in allowing the Cornell 
orew to row over the course when the former 
orew had announced that they were not 
ready to start. 

Tho Grand Challonge cup was first com- 
peted for in 18.'i9 Tho Leander rowing 
olnl), composed mainly of ex-Oxford and 
Cambridge men, are holders of thia trophy, 
and the Leander boat club hold tho record 
for this race, whioli is 6 minutes 51 seconds, 
made In 1891 over the Henley courao. 
TUB sreWABDS' OUP. 

The orew of the London rowing olub and 
the Argonaut rowing club, of Toronto, 
started in the first heat for the StowarJs' 
challeDgo cup for fours at 4 p.m. The 
Cacadians were the first away, R. O. Munz 
setting tho pace at 43 tu the minute, which 
placed them a length ahead. But at the 
half mile post tho London crew had gained 
on the orow from Toronto and they raced 
almost noso und nose down to tho mile poi , 
which was passed at ■1:13:58, rowing 40 
strokes to tho minute. Tho Argonauts 
gained a slight advantage, but the pace told 
and F. H. Thompson splaahod badly. Tho 
two boats from th-ib time continued to race 
on about even terms, amid gioat excitement, 
until within a few foot of tho finish, when 
tho London crow put on a splendid spurt 
and won by about two feet in 8 minutes 1 
second.

FIGHTING IN CUBA. 

Bloody EngaKeraent Between (Jovern- 
meut Troops and the Insurgents 
—Spanish Snccesses. 

Spirited FieMing on Both Sides- 
Troops Hemmed In Tarn De- 
feat Into yictory. 



Havana, July —News of another de- 
feat of the insurgents has reached here from 

B)llamotaa, in the province of Santo Clara. 
Bjllamotau was garrisoned by ouo oflleer 
and fifty soldiers, who occupied a fortified 
barracks building. The place was attacked 
by inaurgents under CMtillo. The enemy 
bailt a large fire to windward of the bar- 
racks, and the flimes communioated to the 
building. The insurgent leader then aent 
word to tho officer in command of the gar- 
rison, tho soldiers forming part of the union 
battalion notifying him to aurrendor under 
pain of being burned alive with bia men. 
The otBoer sent word that he preferred to 
die fighting or be horned to death than 
surrender to the Insnrgenta. In the 
meanwhile some of the aoldiera auo- 
ceeded in extingniahing the flimea 
whiob threatened to consume the 
barraoka, and while they were do- 
ing so the rest of the garrison kept up a 
continuous fire from their riQes upon the In- 
aurgents. Tho latter replied from every 
point, but the c^arrleon held out gallantly 
for two houra. The news of the insurgents' 
attack had. In the iiieautime, been commu- 
nicated to u .'.etachnient of Spanish soldiers 
in the iiniu'hiir.rliond iind they pushed for- 
ward wuh uil possible speed to the relief of 
tho Riirrlson. Tho innment they reached 
that place a britk lire was np'jneU upor tho 
iDSurgeota und the latter immediucol\ 
tirod, leaving many dead and woundtil on 
the field. On tho side of the trcops, <j;ily 
three men wero killed and four woundtd. 
Tho insurgonta have burned u church in tho 
Sanlie Spiritus diatrict, province of Santa 
Clara. Captain General Martinez de Cam- 
poa haa left Placetaa for Santle Spiritus. 
Twenty-nine persons have been aent to the 
laland of Plnea for participating in political 
oonapiraciea. 

A serious engagement haa taken place be- 
tween Spanish troops under Col. A/.uar and 
General Antonio Maceo, the ioaurgont com-' 
raander, at the head of a large force of revo- 
lutionfats. Two hundred and eighty of the 
latter were killed. Major Sanchez, received 
information that a foroe of 1,500 inaurgonte, 
under Rabt, bad oconpied strong poaltlona 
near Manzinillo, province of Santiago do 
Cuba, Conseqaentiy the Major sent a moe- 
aenger to Col. Aznar proposing that they 
ehould join their foroea and make an attaek 
upon the inanrgenta. The messenger, how- 
ever, fell into tbe hands of tho inaurgonte, 
who hanged him and aent word to Sanchez 
in tbo.name 'of Colonel Azuar to make 
an attack upon tho inaurgent poaition from 
a point which compelled the troops to ap- 
proach tho Inaurgenta through a narrow 
tliorouEhf ire. Major Sinchez reoognizod 
the difficulty of tho movement. Ho waa ap- 
parently directed by hia colonel to send 
forward two advance pickets of 12 and 30 
men respectively, under the command of 
two sergeants, with instructions tn push 
forward right and left of tho narrow 
thoroughfare referred to, and to be careful 
to take up ad .ihntageous positions from 
which thoy could protect tho advance of the 
main body of troops under Sanchez's com- 
mand, Tho acrgeunls cleverly followed out 
the inatructiono given them. Major Sun- 
chez then advanced carefully on tho ineur- 
genta' poaition, proteeeing bis men by every 
inequality of the ground, but. as he ex- 
peoced, the troops were no sooner insido 
tbe defile than the inanrgents attacked them 
in force. 

The first obargea of the Insurgents were 
made with enthusiasm, and their machetoa 
played bavoo among tho troopa, who wnrp 
hemmed in and unable to reply on account 
of the narrow road they had to follow, but 
it was hero that tho two advance pickets, 
under tho aorgeanta, came to the roaouc. 
From their elevated positions thoy kept up 
o coctinuoun and well directed fire upon tho 
insurgents within range, and eventually, ua- 
aistcd by a charge of tho Spanish troope, 
compelled them to retreat. Tho troops 
pushed forward after thom, und, once in tho 
open, they charijod tho insurgents with 
great courage and compelled them to rotreat 
hastily, Tho insurgonta then Bouf;li'; nifuge 
In the strong poaition they had previously 
loft in order to attack tho troops, but tbe 
soldiers carried thia position and put tbe 
enemy to flight "-''h tho loss of 280 killed, 
Tho troopa lost li: y men klllod and wound- 
ed. It wua at firati reported that tbe insur- 
gents wero commanded by General Maceo, 
bub It was since learned that thoy wore un- 
der tho command of R kbi alone, and that 
Maceo took no part in the engagement. In 
another 6ghb reported from Veguita, the In- 
surgents under Babi lost five killed and had 
many wounded, while on the aide of tbe 
troops one officer and four soldiers were 
wounded.

lb appears that the announcomenb of the 
resignation of three momboraof tho Cubinot, 
made by our Ottawa correspondent, was 
premature. The intentions of those minis- 
ters were only guessed at, as no resignation 
had been plaeed In the hands of the Uovern- 
or-General, 

The Leader of the Opposition was evident- 
ly under tho impression thatthe ministershud 
resigned or he would not have made their 
alleged resignation a subject of oommont in 
the House of Commons. In this ho was for 
onoe too hasty, lb woald be more dignified 
and more in lieeping with his position of 
leader of the Opposition if he had reserved 
his oriticism until the formal announoemenb 
of the resignation of the members of the 
Oovernmeub had bean made, It may hap- 
pen that the aiiuistera may not resign. There 
it, in faot, no good reason why t hey should. 
In resolving to wait until both the Legis- 
lature of Manitoba and members of Parlia- 
ment had been afforded time for reSeotion, 
the Government violated no principle they 
had oxprossod, neither did they recede from 
any position they had taken. If an agree- 
ment is not arrived at in tho menutiine, 
when Parliament meets in January next all 
the parties ooncemed will oooupy the same 
positions relatively as they do now. No 
barm will have been done to anyone, and 
very little time will have been lost. Oppor- 
tunity will have been given to those in- 
terested to consider the subject, and they 
will be in a better position to take action 
upon it than they are now. 



A PLEA FOR DELAY. 

The Toronto Globe was a week ago alive 
bo the importanoe and the seriouanesa of the 
Manitoba school question. It discussed the 
legal aspeob of the question in its issue of 
the 3rd inat. It is opposed in a sort of way 
to interference with Manitoba, bub it is very 
far from showing how, under the clroum- 
stances, interferonoe can bo avoided. The 
most it does is to accuse the Govrrnmont of 
undue haste in issuing the remedial order, 
conveniently forgetful of the fact that the 
Opposition were continually reproaohing tho 
Government with tardiness in dealing with 
the subject. The question having arrived at 
its present atagu the G lobe doprecutoa haste. 
It counaola deliberation und in(iulry. lb 
evidently beliovoa that time spent in inves- 
tigation will be far from being waated. This 
la what it aays : 

So much for tho legal aapoot of tho case. 
What of grounds of justice aod pulilio 
policy ? On those some important ooneidor- 
ations have recently boon brought before tho 
public. The Manitoba Government and 
Legislature declare that tho old eystem was 
exceedingly dofoctivo, that its restoration 
would do harm to the into.-nats of the Prov- 
ince and to the interests of tho minority, 
and that there would bo gru^ e difiiculty in 
maintaining any denominational system 
whatever in so sparsely settled a country. 
They do not ask us to take these statements 
on trnst. They invite the Doaoinion Gov- 
ernment to institute ao inquiry into tho 
faots. What possible objeation can there 
be, save that the Dominion Government is 
loabb to confesi itself mistaken, to make a 
saorifioe of pride, to relinquish tho prestige 
that ib fanoiea ib has gained in Quebec by 
bhe isaue of tho remedial order. 

Again, recent diacuaalon of tho ((ueation 
of the billa of rights which preoodod the 
union haa made It more than doubtful 
whether tho eebHora asked for Separate 
Schools as a oonultion of entering Confedera- 
blon. It is bolerably clear thab bhe question 
was aaver dlsouased during the troubles ; 
ib is certain that the three bills sanctioned 
by the inhabibanta never referred to ib ; bhe 
eviaenoe goes to show that the provision 
was an afterthought, a suggestion un- 
authorized by the people of Manitoba In the 
first instanoe, though they may have ao- 
oapted it afterwards. The argument 
founded upon a supposed compact between 
the Dominion and the settlers is thus very 
muob weakened. Do nob the faots at least 
call for inquiry rather than for hasty legis- 
lation by a moribund Parliament in which 
Manitoba has less than Its duo reprosonta- 
tlon according to tho oensus of 1891 1 Tlic 
delay, it may be said, has already been long 
But if five yean can be devoted lo (he legal 



aspects of the case, a few month% can be 
nurety spared for an invesii(/ation of the 
facts, for a consideration of the nubject upon 
broad grounds of justice and public policy. 
Manitoba points to the right way out of the 
dlGioulty. 

The seutonces wo have Italicised contain 
reasons iu favor of the policy pursued by 
tho Government, which those who do not 
approve of tho delay ib asks for will Qnd It 
very difficult bo answer, A few months can 
surely be Bp.-tred for the Investigation of the 
fucts, and to give all the parties oonoerned 
time to consider the wisdom of settling the 
matters in dispute in such a way as will not 
only advance the cause of true eduoatlon in 
Manitoba, but promote peace and uarmony 
in all parts of the Dominion. There never 
was In thia Dominion a question to the satis- 
fictory aottlement of which mutual forbear- 
ance and patriotic conoesaion wore so 
urgently required as they are in this ques- 
tion of the Manitoba schools. 



FHOM AN ENOLI.SH STANDPOINT. 

Tho Saturday Review is considered by 
tho moat oonaervative of British Conserva- 
tives orthodox, Ib la, of oonrse, in princi- 
ple free trade. But it is nob a blind wor- 
shipper of bhe free brado system. It sees 
clearly enough that the free trade policy has 
cob worked well for all olusaea on tho British 
islands, and it has the honesty to say so 
plainly and frankly. This is what (he 
Saturday Review said in a recent number 
on the influence which free trade has had on 
the agricultural interests of Great Brit- 
ain and Ireland : 

Why haa the wealth of Great Britain 
increased eightfold during the century, 
whereas tho wealth of Ireland has not in- 
creased '.' Why is the population of Great 
Britain three tiniea whut it was a hundred 
years ago, whilst tho population of Ireland 
remains stationary ? So far as we know, 
there Is ono industry in Great Britain, and 
ouly one, which showa results as unaatisfao 
tory as these Irish results, and, uoodless to 
say, that industry is agriculture. The num 
her of persona employed upon the laud to- 
day In Great Britain is GO per cent, less than 
the number employed upon It a hundred 
years ogo. Tho wealth received from land 
to day in Great Britain Is certainly not 
greater than its produce In 1795. Can we 
avoid the conclusion that the same cause 
which haa impoverished the landlord and 
the tenant iu Great Britain has im 
povorished the landlord .and the 
tenant in Ireland '1 The policy of free 
trade haa turned Great Britain into the 
manufactory of the world ; it afforded ber 
many industries and her aooamulated cap 
ital the immense impetus of the oheapest 
possiblo raw material ; bat it has oialmed 
her agriculture In spite of the faot that rloh 
men, out of traditional pride, often carry it 
on at a loss, and it has ruined Ireland be- 
cause Ireland was poor, ill-placed for the 
Industrial competition, and ill-odapted to lb 

Here is an open confcaalon by ono of tho 
ablest and best-informed journals of Groat 
Britain. It Is a high class periodical, also 
intended almost solely for the perusal of 
the wealthy and well ednoated part of 
the community. In speaking as it did 
on the effect of the free trade policy on 
British and Irish agrioulturo ib had no poli- 
tical end to serve. It told tho truth simply 
because Ib was the truth. Yet in this coun- 
try the farmer la exhorted to vote for free 
trade beoanse his ioteroats will be best pro- 
moted by the adoption of that policy. 
Canadian free traders assume that the sgrl- 
culturists of Canada are Ignorant and b'.ind 
— that they do not know what lifty years 
of free trade has done for tho farmers of tho 
Old Country, und that they cannot see that 
the same polioy woald on thia aide of the 
Atlantic produce the Same effeota. 



A WAH OF OONQUaST. 

Very little has been heard of the libtl 
war whioh France has in band. Wben we 
come to think of it it can hardly with prO' 
priety be called " a little war." It is a war 

for the conquest of a country much greater 
In extent than France, with a population of 
four or five milllona, requiring an army of 
fifteen thousand men to begin with and an 
expenditure of some thirteen millions of 
dollars. 

The country whioh the French have ud' 
dertaken to subdue is Madagascar. The re 
lations between that oounbry and France 
have for a very considerable time been 
strained. Franco wont to war with Madagas- 
car in 1881! and, after carrying ib on 
not very auaoaaafnily for two years, made a 
treaty with its Gorernmont, by whioh 
treaty, as the French claim, they eatabllahed 
a protectorate over the laland. Thia the 
Govornmonb of Madagoeoar denied, Tho 
treaty aootris to have been very curoloasly 
drawn up and ambiguously worded. There 
is no such word as " proteotorate " in It 
from beginning to end, and while In tho 
Malagaey text ib is said the French Resi- 
dent shall " look over," •• contemplate," 
tho foreign relations of Madugaaoar, tho 
French text uayo tho Hoaidonb shall " pre- 
side over " said rolationa. This diU'oronco 
in tho text of tho bwo troatlos, as mighti 
be supposed, led to misundorstaDdings 
which in time became ao open quarrel 
which culminated in war, Foreigh govem- 
montp naturally took tho French view of 
tho treaty, while tho Hovas, the dominant 
raoo on the island, insisted upon their own 
Interpretation of its text. 

In November, 1894, tho French Cham- 
ber voted 65,000,000 franca for the prosecu- 
tion of tho war, and on May (a of the present 
yoar, the expedition under General Du- 
chesne commenced military operations on 
tho Island of Madagascar. The oonquoatof 
the Island la not bo oaay as might bo im- 
agined. Tho inhabitants aro nob very well 
skilled in the art of war but bhey have an 
army estimated ab from bhirty thousand to 
fifty thousand strong. They have besides, 
aa they say themsslvea, two generals 
who are always fighting for them. 
One of those generals is General Fever and 
the other la (Jonoral Foroab. Tho country 
near bhe sea is beautiful to look at and tho 
vegetation is moab luxuriant, but It is, as 
Prince Henri of Orleans said, "enobanbiog 
along the coast, but it caanob deceive these 
who have been In similar regions. Behind 



the dellolouB fruits, under the ooo! umbrages, 
in the very roots, along the rivera and on 
the edges of the pools— every where is hiding 
the terrible poison which Europeans inhabi- 
ting there are unavoidably compelled to ab- 
sorb, fovor. All of them will have to fight 
tho malady ; most will ho weakened in fight; 
many will lose health and same their life, 
very few will ba those who will nob lose 
anything in the battle." 

This fever is perhaps the most formidable 
enemy which the French have to meet in 
Midagasoar. Behind tho fever belt is the 
forest belt. It turrounds tho whole island, 
and la very difficult to penetrate, Mada- 
gascar la u. roadlesa country. The invader 
will have to make hla own road«, and that, 
too, iu the face of an enemy wh) ia well 
acquainted with the country. ILyond the 
forest is a vast expanse of tubl<) land, in 
tho middle of whioh is tho capital of the 
country, Antananarivo, whioh haa a popula- 
tion of a littlo moro than a hundred thou- 
sand. 

So far it appears there has been very little 

fighting between the Hovaa and tho French. 
The expeditionary corps has penetrated tho 
unhealthy region, with what loss it is not 
known. This ia considered tho most diUi- 
cuU part of its task. It has still two hun- 
dred miles to maroh over a dllHcult country 
bofore ib reaches the capital. The French 
commander expeots to bo there some timo 
during the present month. What tho 
Malagasy army haa boon doing while tho 
French have been advancing Is not known. 
It seems that the men who compose It are 
nob deficient in courage bub they appear to 
be without a competent leader. Colonel 
Digby Wllloughby commanded the Mala- 
gasy troops in the war of 1883 5 and he 
was aucoeoded by Colonel Sherivinton, 
who was obliged to rceiga on account of tho 
jealousy with which tho Hovas saw a for- 
eigner at the head of their native forces. It 
is more than likely that these same Hovaa 
havo many times wlahed that bhey bad thia 
hated foreigner to lead them against the in- 
vader who is slowly but surely making hia 
way to the capital of their country. 

The sucoesa of the French invasion seems 
now to be asaured, bub what bhey are to do 
with the country after they have 
cocquered it ia a problem which 
they will find lb difficult to solve, 
Tho country Is too hob to colonize, 
and the inhabitants are too indolonb to 
make the island a valuable acquisition 
from a commercial point of view.

Rufus -Mortimer laid down the jjaj.'er in a 
tumult of delight. Here at last he .saw a 
chiiiice for the solution of the problem ol 
Aruohl's future. Though art had failed 
him, be might live by literature. To be 
sure one swallow doesut make a summer, 
nor ono good review (alas!) thefortune of a 
volume.

CHINA AND JAPAN. 

The Peace Not Likely to lie Broken on Ac- 
! count of (he Shortcomings of tho 

Celc'Btlals. 

Wasuinoton, July 9 —John W. Foster, 
Cbinaae counsel in tbe poxoo negotiations, ia 
in tbe city. He said there was good roaaon 

to expoot peace between Japan and China aa 
the result of tho treaty of Shimoncseki 
" The terms demanded by Japan may," ho 
added, ** under the olraumstanaea, be re- 
garded as reasonable, and espeoially In view 
of tbe retrooaasion of the Leaotuog peninsula. 
The treaty baa been observed and carried 
ovit by China with acrupuloua good faith. 
Her ooodnat in this respect has created a 
good Impreaelon in Japan. The loan jaat 
uoDoluded through Baasian inflaenoe will en- 
able China to pay the first instalment of tho 
Indoiiiniiy. These two Instalments cover 
half of tho Indemnity, and the balance, ex- 
teudioR over alx years, will be u compara- 
livoly easy burdi n for tho Chinese govern- 
ment, if any skill ia shown in the manago- 
niunt of tho imperial revenues. 

" Tho country has great rnsources, and 
has never yet failed in ka Qnuneial ougage- 
monta. Henoo tho pence ooncludod at 
Shiiiioncetki ia not likely to bo broken on 
account of tho ahortcomlngB of China. If a 
rupture occurs, it is more likely to be 
brought about by the Intermeddliug of the 
European powers. Tho intoiventlon of 
Ruaaia on account of the terms of peaoo was 
not unexpected, and is nob unnatural in 
view of her predominating interest in the 
Orient, and espeoially on the North Paoifio 
coast of Asln. That France followed tho 
lead of Ruaaia created no eurpriso in tho 
EiBt, but that Germany ahould unite with 
them ia a display of foroo againat Japan was 
entirely unexpected, and It ia not yet under- 
stood, British realdenta in China and 
Japan are very bitter in oritioieing their 
government for its abaention in the matter. 
They allege that its failure to join with the 
other powers in rearranging the terms Ids 
lost for their country prestige, and has left 
Russia a free hand in its influence and con- 
trol at Peking '" 

Bjiog asked why he declined the invita- 
tion to remain in China as the adviser of the 
government, Mr. Foster aaid be had spent 
tho greatest portion of the past) twenty five 
ynara in toreij^n lands, and, while hla resi- 
dence abroad had bjon generally a ploasant 
one, ho found no country ((jusl to his native 
land, and ho desired to spend the remainder 
of his life in his native country. He con- 
feascd that if tho invitation bad come five or 
ton years earlier he would probably not 
have declined it.

Mr. Davie oonsidared that this waa 
simply oommunioated to him aa a pieoe ot 
news, in wfaioh he as a resident of the 
province would be interested. With refer- 
ence to tho alleged commnnloation from the 
present Minister of Justice to an oflioDr of a 
political aasooiation to tbo effect that the 
lato Sir John Thompeon had promiaed him

THE U. S. AND THE NATIONS. 

Coarse of the American Republic Calculated 
to Canso Uleputcs and Misunder- 

BiaudinKS. 

I^ONDON, July 9. — H. do Blowitz, the 
famoua Paris correapondenb, commenting in 
the London Times to-day upon the alleged 
interview with tho United States ambassa- 
dor to France, Mr. James 15. Eustis, pub- 
lished yeatorday in Lo Figaro, said that 
such an interview evidently constituted a 
new departure in diplomacy. In reference 
to the ntterancs imputed to Mr. Eostis re- 
gardlog Canada, Mr. de Blowitz aaid lb 
would bo dlfiionlt to believe that tbe am- 
bassador represented a friendly nation. 

Several of the Paris newspapers oomment- 
ing to-day on the alleged Interview, L'£a- 
cafetto aaya that In it Mr. Kaatis admitted 
that tho United States supported Japan 
against Franco. Russia and Germany, 
Canada against England and Cuba againat 
Spain and tho United Statea haa ambitious 
commercial ideas reapecting Madagaacar. 
" All tbeae acts and plans," L'Eatafotto 
Bays, ■' aro contradictory of the profeaaiona 
of the Monroo dootrine, and combined with 
their apparent forgetfulneaa of our former 
fraternal relatioca compel ua to antloipate 
that the future will bo darkened by dia 
putea and misuiidoratandinga." 

HEALY AND DILLON. 

' Tim " Charges Dillon With Selling Tyrone 
to tho Kuglieh Party. 

LoNDONDEHKY, July 9. — Ab the National 
convention at Omaga, county Tyrone, Mr. 
T. M, Healy, amid great excitement, ac- 
cused Mr. John Dillon of aelling Tyrono to 
bbe English party. He read a letter from 
Hon. Edward Blake to Privy Councillor 
Dickson informing him that the NatiooaUat 
Federation would be unable in future to sub 
sidiz^ North and South Tyrone or South 
and North Londonderry, whioh be asked 
would be aubaidiz>d henceforth in the 
sum of £200 yearly by tho Liberals. The 
government whip, Mr. Thomas E Ellis, con 
aented to this on the understand ing that the 
aeata deaignatcd were to be oousidorcd 
Liberal and not Home Rule aeata. The 
reading of thia letter cauaed conaternation 
amoncr tho dologatea who ahouted "sold I " 
" aold ! " Mr. Dillon's voice in replying to 
Mr. Healy waa drowned lu the din ; but ho 
tjnally suc'cetdod in shouting out loud enough 
to bo heard, " What you state is an infani 
ouB lii ; you are a traitor; you read a private 
letter in public." Another tremendous up 
roar followed and finally tbe non-sectarian 
candidates were aooepted. 

U. S. MINISTER EUSTIS. 

Dental of the Interview in he Fiearo— Utter 
Repudiation of Its Statements. 

Pauis, July 9.— Lo Temps to day pub- 
liahoa un interview with the U. S. anibaaaador 
to Franco, Hon. Mr. Eustis, during which he 
repeated hia denial of Lo Figaro interview, 
saying that he never uaod tho language 
attributed to him. Mr. ICuatis, accord- 
ing to Lo Tenipa' interview, did not appear 
much concerned, as ho sold ho waa used 
to this sort of thing and attached no 
importauce to it. Mr. Eustis added that ho 
was interviewed nino tiniea in a single week 
In Amorica by reporters ho hud never soon. 
Ue also stated that the interview in the 
Figaro was signed by a man he had never 
before beard of.
